Vaugh had hoped, by his confession, 
to gain leniency, but the statement 
which he made to the jury had the 
opposite effect and the jury took only 
four minutes in reaching its verdict. 

Motion for Retrial Dented. 

A motion for a new trial was over- 
ruled by Judge Purdy and sentence was 
| passed immediately. 

The revelation of Vaughn surprised 
even the prosecution, which had sent 
him to trial on three separate charges 
of feloniously treating the orphaned 
children left’ in his care. 

Vaughn said he not only was guilty 
as Charged in the indictment, but he had 
mistreated similarly two other girls at 
the home and had been instrumental! in 
having an operation performed on one 
of them. 

Asks the Jury for Mercy. 

A shudder ran through the courtroom 
as be told of the dual life of outward 
piety and secret iniquity which he had 
lived since takin&® charge of the insti- 
tution.

DEAD, 7HURT, IN 
‘WRECK ON WABASH 
NEAR WORDEN, ILL. 


One Engineer ‘Who Jumps in 
Collision on Cyrve: Expected 
to Suécumb. 


ae 
Three men were killed-in a head-on. 
collision between Wabash freight trains 
at 6:30 o’clock last night -two miles 


south of Worden, Ill., which ts 30 miles 
northeast of St. Louis. Seven others 
were injured, one of them, an engineer 
who jumped, so severely that it was 
thought he would die. 

The northbound train, which consisted 
gnly of a locomotive and a caboose, left 
East St. Louis In the afternoon, cairy- 
ing a number of trainmen returning to 
their homes in Decatur. The engine was 
to pick up way freight betweent Ed- 
.wardsville and Decatur. The southbound 
train was composed of 2 coal cars 
loaded with sand and bearing a gang 
of track repairers 

The two engines met on a sharp curve 
with such force that both were thrown 
from the track, one above the other, and 
the cars, sliding on top of one anotber. 
formed a mass 3 feet high. The caboose 
was demolished. The dead, all of whom 
lived in Decatur, are: 

James D. Dorsett, fireman of the 
northbound train; buried under both 
locomotives. 

Cc. Smith, fireman, riding in caboose; 
both legs cut off. 

J. N. Schmidt, brakeman; scalded to 
aeath. 

Both engineers jumped before the col. 
lision. F. E. Younkers suffered internal 
injuries to which it was sald he would 
probably succumb. H. P. Neil broke 
both shoulders. 

The others injured are Robert Welch. 
conductor, nose broken; Edward Devore, 
conductor, bruises on head; J. Maiton, 
brakeman, right ear torn off; Bugene 
Sturm, brakeman. scalded, and 
Miller, fireman, scalp wounds. Most of 
the injured were riding in the cabsose, 
and all lived in Decatur. 

A nearby farmhouse served as a 
porary hospital, and there Schmidt 4 
15 minutes after he was taken from 
wreck. A relief train bearing 
Giana was sent from Decatur. 
was Harry Dorsett, brother of 
fireman, who began an all-night 
body was still pinned.

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SAYS BECKER OF 
HIS CONVICTION 


Bitter at His Fate, He Declares 
He Could Have Explained if- 
Put on the Stand. 


DENIES HE HAS FORTUNE 


His Counsel, Confident of New 
Trial, Attacks Whitman’s Im- 
munity Agreements. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. %.—‘‘Legal butch- 
ery’’ is how former Police Lieutenant 
Charlies Becker characterized his con 
viction for the murder of Herman Ro- 
senthal, in a talk with newspaper re- 
porters today. “, 

From his cell in “Murderers’ Row” In 
the Tombs Becker spoke bitterly of his 
fate,- declaring he Nad been “ralilroad- 
ed,’ and that could he have taken the 
witness stand during his trial he would 
have explained away the ‘public impres- 
sion that he had acquired a fortur: 
through levying graft upon gambling 
houses. 

The ex-policeman talked in the pres 
ence of his brother, John Becker, a Po- 
lice Lieutenant. 


Says He Has nat $75.000. 
“This case was legal butchery,” he 


said. “You can't emphasize that too 
much. Some of the accounts of ny 
trial, I notice, say that I paid out $23. 
000 for my defense. Twenty-five tho” 
sand dollars! Why, that is $2000 In «x- 
cess of any sum I ever possessed or 
hope to possess. According to the newr 
papers, the public belleves I am wor’ 
$100,000. I cannot understand the pur 
pose of that. All of this could have 
been explained if I had been allowed tr 
go on the stand, every cent. 

“Neither Mrs. Becker nor myself have 
been given any consideration at all since 
this case begun. What's more, I don't 
expect any I wouldn't be disappointed 
if Sheriff Harburger rushed me off 
from the courtroom to Sing Sing, after 
Justice Goff has sentenced me next 
Weenesday. That will be the final stage 
of the railroading of Becker.” 

The strain of waiting for the outcome 
of his trial and the uncertainty he still 
faces pending a decision by a higher 
court on the appeal his lawyers will 
make are telling on Becker’s physicial 
condition, according to friends. 

Visited Three Honrsa by Wife. 

Becker was visited for three hours by 
his wife today. 

‘Mrs. Becker is bearing up as well 
as one could expect under such circum- 
stances,” said the convicted man; “her 
condition troubles me much more than 
my own.” 

John F. MclItyre, Becker’s counsel, 
said he was confident of a new trial 
for his client 

‘There can’t be anything other than 
a reversal,” he said. “That man is in- 
nocent. He was convicted on the testi- 
mony of a lot of unbelievable creatures 
and was found guilty after a trial in 
which legal errors beyond number were 
committeed, In my opinion. 

“T arm going to see the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the State within a few days. I 
believe that District Attorney Whit- 
man had no right to offer immunity 
to witnesses who might be—and were 
in my belief—principals in the murder. 
I will ask the Attorney General for a 
ruling on that question and I believe I 
will prove my contention.” 

Whitman Defends Agreements. 

McIntyrsa mentioned ‘“Bridgie’’ Web- 
ber and Harry Vallon as the two wit- 
nesses he had in mind. He said im- 
munity agreements which the county 
prosecutor made with them were not

Pesition Ideal for Battle.

In .1306, the. Bulgarians sent a great- 
army against it and won a victory over 
une Emperor Baldwin. It was a strong- 
hold of Christianity until 1361, and often 
offered its hospitality to ‘the Crusaders, 
especially those from Germany. 

In 1361 the Moslem Turks took the 
city and it was the chief city of their 
empire ‘until 1453, when they captured 
Constantinople and made their capital 
there. | 

The .Russians have beeupied Adria- 
nople twice; the first time in 1829 when 
they forcéd Turkey to sign a treaty 
giving independence to Greece and 
again during ‘the’ Russo-Turkish war 
of 1878, the Russians took the’ town 
without’ resistance. 

The modern Adrianople is a scattered, 
uncared for city, which has lost all of 
its former splendor, although some of 
its 40 mosques are fine examples of 
architecture. 

Its peeple number about. 80,000, half 
Turks, the rest Armenians, Israelites 
and Greeks. A handful of Roman 
Catholics and Protestants are among 
ite many congregations. ‘The fortifi- 
cations are composed of 40 modern forts 
in a semi-circle running around the 
northern part from east to west with 
minor forts between. 

The south is the weakest spot, being 
guarded practically only by the river, 
but there are treacherous marshes on 
that side. 





Turks Accused of Massacreing Wom- 
en and Children Before Carture. 
BELGRADE, Oct, 26.—-The Servians 

captured 13 big guns and four max- 

ims at Sienitza. Forty thousand Turks 
were engaged in the fighting in this 
district: They are accused of massa- 
creing many women and children be- 
fore they left town. The most promit- 
nent Slav inhabitants were impris- 
oned, but were rescued by the first 

Servian soldiers who entered. 

A body of 500 Arnauts and Turks 
raised their white caps on their bayo- 
nets asa sign of surrender, and the 
Servian commander gave the order to 
cease firing. When the Servians were 
within 15 paces the enemy opened 
fire, wheréupon the Servians churged 
and Killed them at’ the point of the 
bayonet.

‘One Dealer Favors Law to Pre- 


vent Killing of Certain Meat 
at Certain Times. 


HOW WOMEN CAN SAVE 


When She Telephones Her. Or- 
ders She Loses—Many Good 
Cuts Are Spurned. 


Pork prices, now so high as to be 
almost prohibitive, form one of the 
most difficult “of the high-cost-of- 
living problems to the St. Louis 
householder. 

In the effort to learn why this 
kind of meat is so costly a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter traced a 300-pound 
heg from the hands of the farmer. 
through the packing house and the 
retail market, to the consumer, not- 
ing the price paid in the purchase of 
the animal and the prices obtained 
by the sale of the different food 
products obtained from him. A rep- 
resentative of Swift & Co., and Union 
Market retailers. aided the reporter 
in getting the figures. 

His inquiries showed that the 300- 
pound hog, at the prevailing market 
rate of $8.66 a hundred rounds. costs 
the packer $26. he packer sells the 
meat products of the hog to the re- 
tailer for a total of $41.27, and the 
retailer, at prevailing prices, gets 
$4847 for the meat. This makes the 
total gross margin $22.47, of which the 
retailer gets $7.20 and the packer 
$15.27. 

Retailers Are Paying More. 

Representatives of the packers who 
gave the: information regarded the 
salable meat obtained from c hog in- 
sists that the packers margin of 
profit is lower than it was a year 
ago. The packers are now paying 
approximately 60 cents a hundred 
pounds less for hogs than they paid 
a year ago, he said. Retailers insist 
they are paying more. for meat than 
ever before. 

According to a table of percentages 
furnished by Swift & Co., a 300-pourd 
hog will yield the following salable 
meats: 

Premium smoked 
pounds. 

California smoked hams, 16.29 
pounds. 

Extra short clears (bacon), 87 
pounds, 

Pork loins, 23.19 pounds. 

Ham butts, 7.20 pounds. 

Spare ribs, 2.40 pounds. 

Regular plates (for salt pork), 
19.80 pounds. 

Neck bones, 1.64 pounds. 

Pig tails, .30 pound. 

Front feet, 2.79 pounds. 

A trimmings, .90 pounds. 

Lean trimmings, 4.29 pounds. 

Leaves (for making lard), 12.30 
pounds. : 

Lard, 20.10 pounds. 

The 300-pound hog, from these fig- 
ures, after butchering, will leave 229 
pounds for sale, having lost 71 pounds 
in the killing. 

Retail dealers protest that their 
margin of profit is very small, and 
one dealer at Union Market recently 
has stopped delivery of meat, saying 
he could not afford to pay the cost 
of delivery at the prevailing prices. 

While these statistics are taken on 
the basis of a 300-pound hog butch- 
ered at the present market price, it 
is pointed out by one retail dealer 
that the greater part of the smoked 
and salted meat now sold was butch- 
ered at a time when hogs were much 
lower in price than they are at the 
present time. The retailer argues 
that this shows even a greater profit 
for the packer. 

waoartd Restrict Kline, 

One dealer who discussed high 
prices in general declared he was in 
favor of laws prohibiting the killing 
ef certain meats at certain seasons 
of the year. 

“Nearly all states now have game 
laws which prohibit the killing of 
certain «ame at certain seasons,” he 
enid. “Why wonld it not be as justi- 
fiable to pass a law which would pro- 
tibit the killing of spring chickens 
during the months they are getting 
to the proper size to eat The cafes 
then would not sell very young 
chickens, and they would grow to a 
better size and the price would be 
reduced. I wovld favor such a law, 
and I also would favor one to pre- 
yent the killing of calves before they 
reach a proner size. Tf there was a 
law to prohibit the storage of eges 
in Avril, May. June and July you 

wovld see eres selling during those 
months at three dozen for 25 cents. 
Of cource dvring the winter months 
they wold zo mich hither than they 
fo now, but peor people conld do 

withovt them when they were selling

‘The hovsewife can do much ‘to save 
money in her kitchen by watching and 
buving properly. The woman who at- 
tends to her own marketing saves a 
creat deal of money. The woman who 
telephones her order does not know 
what she is getting. Many retailers 
charge telephone customers for the tele- 
phone rént, and delivery costs they pay. 
The woman who goes to market herself 
can ask the price per pound and can 
see the scales when the meat is weighed. 

“Every woman should make a study 
of the cuts of meat. There are many 
cuts which do just: as well as the ex- 
pensive Porterhouse steaks if she only 
knew it, and they cost much less. One 
reason for the high cost of living is 
the demand of persons in very ordinary

mission men to make it appear that 
they are exploiting consumers by charg- 
ing prices not justified by prevailing 
wholesale prices, They are ‘likely to 
‘retaliate, according to George J. Schulte, 
secretary of the Missouri Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association, by bringing about 
an investigation of alleged price-fixing 
on the part of the commission men, 
starting a co-operative commission 
house and procuring better legislation 
for the sale of produce by weight, in- 
stead of by measure. 

The commission men hare announced 
that they will strike.a biow at the high 
cost of living by publishing the prices 
that are paid by retaflers,-so that Gon- 
summers will Know when they are being 
overcharged. The publication of prices. 
according to, Schulte, would be mislead- 
ing. He says some commission men 
give short weight and palm off on the 
retailer, by skillful packing, inferior pro- 
duce which the retailer often has to 
sell below cost. 


Law Can’t He Enforced. 

It is a common practice Schulte 
says, for commission men to seil re- 
tailers four-fifths of a bushel for a 
bushel. 

There is a Missouri law requiring pro- 
duce to be sold by weight; but it is not 
enforcible because no penalties are pro- 
vided for its violation. At the recent 
meeting of the Missouri.

from the commission men.

Investigators, After Election, 
Expected to Investigate ‘Ex- 
penditures in States.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 26.—After 
hearing former Senator Albert J. 
Beveridge tell of returning $57,500 
sent to him for campaign use in 1904, 
the Senaté Campaign Investigating 
Committee today adjourned indefi- 
nitely. Chairman Clapp believes the 
committeé wil] hold no more hearings 
until after election. 3 

Since Sept. 30 the committee had 
been in almost continuous. session, 
with Senators Clapp. Oliver, Paynter 
and Pomerene conducting the exami- 
nation of notable witnesses. While 
the general amounts of the various 
campaign funds have been given to 
the committee no detail of the 
amounts contributed and expénded in 
the various states has been elicited 
and it is expected the committee will 
take up this line’ of investigation 
after election. 

Beveridge corroborated other testi- 
mony that in his 1904 campaign for the 
Senate he received $20,000 from George 
W. Perkins, $25.000 from Edward L. 
McLean and $2500 from Gifford Pinchot. 
Perkins had testified he gave Bever- 
idge $10.000, which was returned. 

Beveridge Shows Letters. 

Beveridge said, he returned all the 
money on the day after election and 
produced letters to Perkins and -Mc- 
Lean, which had been thessed. 

“Mr. McLean ig my cousin,” he said, 
“and has been closer to me than a 
brother. Mr Perkins is the godfath- 
er of my son, Mr. Pinchot ts the god- 
father of my daughter. These three 
are three of a dozen of my most de- 
voted personal friends and as such 
made these contributions.” 

The witness disagreed with the 
statement of Starr that Beveridge 
had told him that» he had money 
enough to take, charge of the legis- 
lative campaign. 

Perkins on “An Honest Man.” 

Beveridge produced ietters showing 
that he had granted to his cousin, E. 
L. McLean, $1000 which he contribut- 
ed to the Roosevelt campaign fund 
because McLean. was for President 
Taft. Senator Clapp wanted to know 
if Beveridge had received any ac- 
knowledgment of the rettirn of the 
money to George W. Perkins. Bev- 
eridge said he had received a tele-

Beveridge said he had never heard of 
any transaction of that kind. 

$125.000 Was Sent to indiana. 

H. C. Starr of Indiana testified that 
in the 1904 campaign he was chairman 
of the Executive Cemmittee of the Re- 
publican State Committe of Indiana. 
He could make no estimate as to the 
amount of money spent in the legis- 
lative campaign. His recollection was 
that the State Committee received $125,- 
000 from the National Committee for 
use in Indiana. Of that he testified

He said he understood $30,000 was spent

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Judge Kinsey Rules He Has No 
Power to Alter Life Sentence 
Verdict for Murderer. 


Judge Kinsey refused yesterday to 
set aside the life sentence of Samuel 
A. Cheatham for the murder of 
George Wurzburger, and send Cheat- 
ham to an insane asylum instead. He 
held that he had no power to change 
the verdict that had been given on 
Cheatham’s plea of guilty, 

Harry Walsh, attorney for Cheat- 
ham, who made the motion, argued 
that Cheatham was tnsane and would 
be a menace to other prisoners if he 
were sent to the penitentiary. He 
stated tht he permitted his client to 
plead guilty because he feared a dem- 
onstration from Julfus Wurzburger, 
father of George, who was in the 
courtroom when the case was called. 
Julius Wurzburger was again in 
court Saturday and listened intently 
to the arguments.

RULING IN OCTOBER TERM 


West End Company’s Lawyer 
Says Suit Is an Attack on 
Competition. 


the Post-Dispatch. 
year ERaOe CITY, Oct. 26.—The 
ouster suits insfituted by Circuit Attor- 
ney Jones against the West End Light 
and Power Co. and the Light and De- 
velopment Co., two St. Louls concerns 
seeking to compete with the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co., were argued 
before the Supreme Court in banc today. 
The court is expected to decide them 
in the October term. 

Circuit Judge Kinsey, before whom 
the ouster against the West End Light 
and Power Co. was heard, held the 
charter 6f that concern to be valid, and 
declared that the company was author- 
ized to furnish light and power to the 
people of St. Louis. The ouster pro- 
ceeding against the Light and Develop- 
ment Co. was sustained by Judge 
Grimm, from’ whose decision that con- 
cern appealed. 

While the brief for the West End 
Light and Power Co. was prepared by 
Lon Hocker and Ben Schnurmacher, 
the names of Attorney-General Major, 
Circuit Attorney Jones and Forrest Fer- 
ris are attached at the conclusion 6f 
the brief. The arguments for the ouster 
were made by Hocker and Schnur- 
macher, and neither Major nor Jones 
wen Oreo «=<. --- : 

“This proceeding,” declared Judge, Wil- 
liam M. Williams, one of the attorneys 
for the West End Co., ‘“‘undertakes to 
repudiate the deliberate act of the City 
of St. Louis and its officers in encour- 
aging competition in supplying light to 
its inhabitants. It seems so removed 
from ordinary and proper procedure, 
so contradictory and so contrary to 
right ‘and to the interest of the public, 
that this court cannot, in the exercise 
of its wise discretion, do other than 
affirm the judgment rendered below.”’ 

An intimation that the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. is back of the suit 
was contained in the following section 
of the brief: “It is not necessary that 
the evidence in so many words show 
who is behind this suit. The City of 
St. Louis is not asking this ouster. Who 
is? The public cannot be injured by 
competition in the lighting business.’’ 

Judge Williams stated that the city 
authorities of St. Louis declined to have 
anything to do with the attempt to oust 
this company from its charter rights

Interest in the proposed highway to 
d from New York to San Fran- 
ee plans for which were outlined a 
little more than two weeks ago id 
Cari G. Fisher of Indianapolis, is now 
at its height. Pledges for the fund of 
$10,000,000 which will be necessary to 
defray the expenses of making the road 
are pouring in from all sides, and pres- 
ent indications are that the apa sum 
ed by January 4. 

Seas —, taken shortly for the 
appointment and organization of a 
national committee which will take 
complete charge of the work, and just 
as soon ag the plans of this body are 
completed and the entire amount 
needed is pledged, contracts whl be 
closed with the various counties 
through which the road will pass for 
the actual work of building the road. 
It is fully expected that by May 1, 
1915, the ocean-to-ocean highway will 

be a reality. 

In this connection the Conventions 
Bureau of St. Louis has been at work 
with the projectors of the proposed 
highway, at the head of whom is Carl 
G. Fisher, and it is planned to have 
the permanent headquarters for the 
project located in St. Louls. Recently 
a-number of motor enthusiasts started 
over the proposed route from Los 
Angeles, Cal., to the east and en route 
they gathered in 240,000 members whose 
monéy will go toward the fund. 

Except where voluntary help is re- 
celyed from State and county treas- 
uries, the expenses for the building of 
the road wiH be borne entirely by auto- 
mobile and accessory manufacturers, 
dealers and owners. Manufacturers and 
dealers will pledge themselves to con- 
tribute to the fund being raised for this 
purpose, the assessment being one-third 
of one per cent of their gross earnings 
for three years, or one-fifth of one 
per cent of their gross earnings for 
five years, as will be decided later by 
the National Committee. Automobile 
Owners are given a chance to contribute 
tothe fund by taking out memberships 
in the Ocean-to-Ocean Highway Asso- 
Cilation, these memberships to cost $5, 
$100 or $1000. 

In this way the road can be 
without expense to the general 
payers of the country. Politics have 
been entirely eliminated from the 
scheme, and there will be no political 
disputes or wrangles to interfere with 
the progress of the road. Crushed rock 
and other material necessary for the 
building of the highway will be deliv- 
ered to the points where it is to be 
used. Contracts will be closed with 
the counties through which the road 
passes, these counties to take charge 
of the construction work under the 
supervision of United States Govern- 
ment engineers.

Headquarters Sélected and Press 
Agent Named to Push Pro- 
posed Measures. 


NOT MEANT TO LIFT LID 
S. D. Capen Explains How Busi- 
ness Men’s League Measures |; 


Would Work. 


The campaign for the passage of the 





home rule bills drawn up at the re- 
quest of the Business Men’s League 
has reached the stage of headquarters 
and a press agent. The headquarters 
are at 4038 and 404 Pierce Building, and 
the publicity manager is Thomas ‘H. 
Lovelace. 

The Home Rule Committee of One 
Hundred will place the bills before the 
Legislature in January. If they are 
passed the next Mayor, who will be 
elected next April, can appoint the first 
home rule Police Commissioner, Excise 
Commissioner and two Election Commis- 
sioners at the outset of his adminis- 
tration. 

Sam D. Capen, chairman of the Com- 
mittee of 100, in announcing the selec- 
tion of headquarters and the choice of 
a publicity man, said yesterday that the 
}committee expected the principal con- 
troversy to arise over the police part 
of the measure. 

No Change in Operation. 

“Several other organizations have 
suggested measures to bring home rule 
to St. Louis, but in a different form,” 
he said. ‘“‘When the matter was first 
taken up by the Business Men’s League 
it was thought advisable not to suggest 
any procedure which would necessitate 
the amending of the City Charter, as 
that.would require a vote of the people, 
and home rule, therefore, could not pos- 


of St. Louis in the near future. 

“No change in the operation of the 
Police Department with respect to of- 
ficers or men of the department is con- 
templated. There will be a change, 
however, as to the Policg Board, This 
board, consisting of four citizens of St. 
Louis, is now appointed by the Gover- 
nor. Under the new measure, énstead 
of a Board of Police Commissioners, one 
commissioner will be appointed by the 
Mayor, removable by the Mayor at 
pleasure, and-this commissioner can also 
be. removed for cause by the City 
Council. 

People Responsible. 

“In the contemplated change of the 
police law, the committee wants it un- 
derstood that there is no criticism of 
the present efficient Police Department. 
‘Under the’néw law there is no reason 
whatever why continued excellent dis- 
cipline and the high-class personnel >f 
the department should not’ be mai:i- 
tained. The citizens»ef St: Louis, wh» 
as. taxpayers, stand the cost of oper- 
ating the Police Department, under the 
new measure will have a direct respon- 
sibility in the handling of the depart- 
ment, a thing which does not oecur un- 
der the present law. 





“The Mayor of St. Louis will be helt 
accountable for the appointment of an 
efficient Police Commissioner, and ns 
the Mayor is elected by vote of the 
people and as his official conduct will 
come immediately under the censorshiy 
of the St. Louis press, he will be likely 
to select for the office of Police Com- 
missioner a man of broad intellect and 
sterling integrity.

IS MEN IN STRANGE. 


REVOLVER BATTLE, 
| KILLED, | SHOT 


Taylorville Officials Can’t Es- 
tablish Identity of Any of 
Them—All Had Money. 








FOUGHT IN A SALOON 
Gang Lived for Several Days in 
Cabin on Outskirts of Town, 
Spent Freely. 








Special to the Post-Digepatch. 

TAYLORVILLE, IIL, Oct. 26.—A mys- 
tery has resulted from the killing of a 
man and the wounding of another in a 
revolver fight in which fite men, all 
strangers here, took part, in the Opera 
House saloon, Thursday night. The 
fight was about money, with which all 
the men were well supplied. 

No one has been‘ able to identify the 


wounded man, who was brought back 


here after being caught at Pana today, 
is said to be known as “Syracuse 
Blackie.’’ No one here knows who 


the other three prisoners are, or where 
they are from. In the belief that they 
may be known to the St. Louls police, 
the local authorities have asked Chief 
Young of St. Louis to aid in the inves- 
tigatidn. 

The three prisoners, who have been 
held here since the fatal revolver bat- 
tle, give their names as Joseph Black- 
burn, Fred Allison and Organson, and 
the first named says he is from Marion 
and Herrin, Ul. Inquiry by the local 
authorities in Marion and Herrin has 
shown that no one of that name is 
known in either place, so it is believed 
that his name, and the others as well, 
may be assumed. All will be held for 
the grand jury without bail. 

A card in the pocket of the man who 
was killed bore the name of J. H. Bel- 
knap, a switchman. Belknap is known 
here, and persons who know him are 
positive that the body is not his. 

Lived in Abandoned Cabin. 

The men came to town Tuesday, and 
had lived in an abandoned cabin on the 
outskirts of the town. They spent 
money freely on their nightly visits to 
the town saloons. Thursday night they 
drank in the Opera House saloon, while 
a dozen other customers were there 
and, getting into a quarrel, retreated to 
a corner of the room.

OF AN ANARCHIST’S 
CRIME EMOTIONS 


Man Who Shot Henry Cy Frick 
‘Describes Attack in Chapter 
of His Prison Memories. 


TO KILL ONLY OBJECT 


Terror in Victim's Face Held 
Him Speechless and Motion- 
less Only for an Instant. 


An anarchist’s emotions as he sees 
his victim fall before his shot are de- 
scribed in “Prison Memories of an An- 
archist,” by Alexander Berkman, who 
served 14 years of a 22-year sentence 
for shooting Henry C. Frick in the lat- 
ter’e office. The part of the currently 
publishea book that is peculiarly inter- 
esting at this time is the fourth chap- 
ter. It ts headed: ‘“‘The Attentat,” a 
word that the Standard Dictionary de- 
fines as “a criminal attempt.” He 
writes: 

‘The door of Frick’s private office to 
the left of the reception room swings 
open as the colored attendant emerges,” 
the chapter begins, “ahd I catch a 
fieeting glimpse of a black bearded, 
well knit figure at a table in the back 
of the room. 

“ ‘Mistah Frick is enraged. He car’t 
see you now, sah,’ the negro says, hand- 
tn back my card. 

“] take the pasteboard, return ift to 
my case and walk slowly out of the 
teception room. But quickly retracing 
my steps, | pass through the gate sep- 
erating the clerks from the visitors, 
and, brushing the astounded attendant 
aside, I step into the office on the left 
amd find myself facing Frick. 

Speechless From Other’s Terror. 

“ ‘Tr,’ I begin. The look of terror 


cn his face strikes me speechiess. It is 


the dread of the cénscious presence of 
death ‘He understands,” it flashes 
through my mind. With a quick motion 
1 draw the revolver. As I raise the 
weapon I see Frick clutch with both 
hands the arm of the chair and attempt 
to rise. I alm at his head. Perhaps he 
wears armor,’ I reflect. With a look of 


pull the trigger. There is a flash and 
the nigh gellinged room reverberater 
os with the booming of cannon. I hear 
a sharp. piercing cry and see Frick on 
his knees, his head against the arm of 
the chair. I feel calm and possessed 
intent upon every movement of the 
nan. He ts lying head and shoulders 
under the large arm chair, without 
sound or motion. 

“*Dead?” I wonder. I must make 
gure. About twenty-five feet separates 
us. J] take a few steps toward him, 
when suddenly the other man, whose 
presence I had quite forgotten, leaps 
upon me. I struggle to loosen his hold. 
He looks slender and small. I would 
not furt him; I have no business with 
him. Suddenly I hear the cry, ‘Mur- 
der! Help!" My beart stands stil) as 
I realize that {ft is Frick shouting. 
‘Alive,’ I wonder, I hurl the stranger 
aside and fire at the crawling figure of 
Frick, The man etruck my hand—I 
have missed!

The two women 
met in an equal relationship with the 
new King and Queen of Denmark, the 
King being a nephew of the Dowager 
Czarina and the Queen being a niece 
of Grand’ Duchess Viadimir. | 

Women Hate Each Other. 

But it is not likely that any bond 
of kinship will soften their bitter hatred 
which has been increasing in intensity 
for 15 years, since the young Czarina 
began adding to her large family. of 
girls and the question of the Czar’s 
successor upon the throne became one 
of vital importance. Both women are 
as astute In the manipulation of their 
forces as any diplomat in Europe. Both 
work in the gregtest secrecy. 

Michael is nearly 34. years old, and 
has steadily declined to make a royal 
marriage. A number of persons at the 
Russian court have heard him: say he 
would never accept the Russian crown. 
He is naturally of a democratic char- 
acter, and has been nicknamed ‘The 
Plebian’’ by his family. 

Grand Duke Cyrtl is 86 years old.
